I hove  the  honour  to  make  to  you  my  Fifth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district 
to  cover  the  year  1943. 

For  the  same  reasons  as  in  previous  war  years 
the  report  is  still  given  in  abbreviated  form  and  is  not 
printed* 

Of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough  accounted  for  87>  87  and  94  of  the  notifications. 
The  fall  in  cases  of  measles  was  very  marked.  At  29  cases 
notified,  Diphtherir  also  was  considerably  down  on  the 
previous  year.  With  the  increased  number  of  children 
protected  by  immunisation,  it  is  hoped  that  the  number  of 
cases  will  still  further  decrease. 

The  Local  Birth  Rate  was  higher  and  the  Local 
Death  Rate  lower  than  the  rates  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  wales. 

There  has  been  no  change  of  Staff  during  the  year: 
the  willingness  and  loyalty  of  the  Staff  has  been  throughout 
the  greatest  assistance  go  me.
